The candidate has clearly answered the question, giving precise 
inferences supported by information from the text. EG. In part (a) the 
candidate has described Shazia’s feelings rather than give a description 
of her crossing from Mali to Spain. Thorough understanding is shown as 
the candidate has also supported inference with details from the text in 
(b) but has not been awarded E8 because in (c),although there is an 
understanding that the Spanish Government supports young 
immigrants until they are 18 (something which the majority of 
candidates misunderstood), Mohammed has been ignored. 


E8 


The candidate has again shown thorough understanding of the text, has 
produced an articulate answer which includes inference and details 
from the text in support of this. Answers are well developed and 
coherent. 


E7 


The candidate has clearly identified what the numbers in the text refer 
to, providing accurate and substantial detail from the text, while at the 
same time answering the actual question. EG. In part (b) the candidates 
clearly talks about the locals, not tourists, as did many other candidates.
